No. 51.—Notes on the Rainfall and General Weather Conditions in Western Australia during 1952. 


Pressure. 
The most notable features of the pressure distribution during the year 1952, were :— 


(1) the dominance of anticyclone systems ; 

(2) failure of tropical cyclones to bring typical rainfall associated with their usual 
development ; and 

(3) the comparative absence of active depressions over the southern portion of the State. 


Three cyclones occurred, one in each of the months of January, February and March. The 
January storm originated north-west of Onslow and passed inland in a south-easterly direction. 
The next one originated north-west of Hedland and moved south-westward. The third one was 
observed at the Monte Bello Islands but did not affect the mainland. Towards the end of December 
a low pressure area north of Derby showed signs of developing cyclonic activity during the new 
year. 

In the subtropics the main factors controlling the weather were anticyclones. Although 
southern low pressure systems and their associated fronts passed over the State at intervals, the 
majority lacked energy and failed to bring good winter rains to the Northern and Central Agri- 
cultural Districts. 


; Monthly Summary. 

January.—For most of the month the pressure charts conformed to the normal summer 
pattern, showing a regular succession of weak anticyclones centred over the Southern Ocean and 
a series of well defined low pressure troughs developing off the west coast. The sequence was 
broken between the 20th and 24th when a tropical cyclone developed of the north-west coast and 
passed south-eastwards over the State and into the Bight. 


February.—In this month the pressure systems moved more slowly and a series of typical sum- 
mer troughs developed along the south-west and north-west coasts. On the 25th a cyclone 
developed near Onslow and moved slowly south-wards down the west coast but weakened rapidly. 


March.—The series of summer-type troughs down the coast was still the major factor con- 
trolling the weather. During this month a severe but localised tropical cyclone passed over the 
Monte Bello Islands, apparently filling rapidly afterwards. On the last few days of the month a 
severe depression was located off the south coast. 


April.—Although the summer coastal troughs were present for the greater part of the period 
they were notably weaker than in previous months. Major weather factors were the high pressure 
systems centred over the Southern Ocean. Frontal activity was more prevalent than in previous 
months but still lacked energy. 


May.—In the subtropics, depressions were weak and moved rapidly, and anticyclones pre- 
dominated. An active low pressure trough extended over the tropics between the 19th and 25th 


June.—This month was notable for the persistence of vigorous depressions which moved 
eastwards over the Southern Ocean, but frontal activity associated with these was less intense 
than usual. Anticyclone systems maintained their control of the weather in the tropics and 
brought cool relatively dry air to the State. On the 22nd a large anticyclone centred over South 
Australia covered the continent. 


July.—During the first three weeks, six extremely active depressions developed off the west 
coast. 


August.—Depressions which formed off the west coast passed south of Cape Leeuwin on 
the Ist, 7th, 15th, 20th, 28th and 31st. Between these depressions anticycloné systems passed 
over the southern half of the State. On the 14th and 15th a large anticyclone centred over the 
Bight covered the continent and a similar situation occurred again on the 28th. 


September.—During the first half of the month there was a rapid succession of weak low 
pressure systems over the southern half of the State. During the rest of the period stable anti- 
cyclones from the Indian Ocean passed over the subtropics. 


October.—Intense depressions developed off the south-west coast during the 2nd and last weeks 
causing unsettled conditions and boisterous weather in the lower half of the State. During the 
remainder of the period anticyclonic conditions prevailed. In the tropics a series of summer 
type troughs persisted over the north-west coast causing unsettled weather inland. 


November.—Coastal troughs continued to develop over the north-west coast but they were 
not very intense, the main weather factors being stable anticyclones extending over most of the 
State. 


December.—A series of troughs developed along the west coast, and moved inland followed by 
anticyclones which persisted for some time over the south-west portion of the State. A shallow 
low pressure area covered the tropics for most of the month. 
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Rainfall. 


Rainfall for the year was below average in about 85 per cent. of the State. In the subtropics 
the district averages were all below normal, deficits ranging from 31 per cent. in the North Coastal 
Subdivision to four per cent. in the Central Coastal and South Coastal Subdivisions. In the 
tropics the Fortescue received an excess of 24 per cent. while in the remainder deficits ranged 
from 59 per cent. in the West Kimberley Division to 12 per cent. in the North Kimberley Division. 
Throughout the State only 35 stations reported rainfall above the average. 


The largest surpluses were along the west coast from Mardie to Carnarvon and ina strip 
approximately 40 miles wide along the south coast from Albany to Esperance. Other above 
normal districts were the Perth-Bunbury-Marradong-Mundaring area, the Margaret River- 
Agusta and Kalgoorlie-Norseman regions. Isolated stations in the De Grey, such as Indee and 
Callawa, were also above average. 


The highest rainfall recorded at a daily reporting station was 49-95 inches (one per cent. above 
normal) at Dwellingup. The lowest was at Laverton where 3-94 inches (57 per cent. below 
normal) was recorded. 


Rainfall in the tropics was highest along the most northerly part of the coast and to a lesser 
degree along the coast of the Fortescue Division. Totals were lowest inland between the De Grey 
and Fitzroy Rivers, They were generally well below normal till the end of March, but some relief 
was obtained in May when all tropical divisions except the Kimberleys reported unusually good 
falls. The rains of the wet season due to commence in November were disappointing, but a few 
good falls were registered towards the end of December in the Kimberleys. 


In the wheatbelt, rainfall was mostly below normal due mainly to the failure of the June rains. 
Totals, however, were heavier in the southern agricultural districts. Winter rains commenced 
early in May but were followed by a dry spell and a few crops had begun to burn off by the end 
of June. July rainfall saved most of these but failures were reported in northern and eastern 
districts where insufficient rain was received. Another dry spell was experienced over August 
and September, but late October rains saved many crops previously regarded as failures. In 
the South Coastal and Central Coastal Subdivisions similar conditions existed but falls were 
generally heavier and more frequent. 


Rainfall in the pastoral districts was very low, only one division, the Fortescue, being above 
average and the others varying from one per cent. to 59 per cent, below normal. 


On the annual rainfall map the 10 inch isohyet runs irregularly from Eucla to a point slightly 
south of Narembeen and then approaches the coast near Geraldton. It then runs near the coast 
through Shark Bay to a point a little south of Winning Pool and from there to Mundiwindi, where 
it turns north, cutting the coast a little east of Port Hedland. The northern Kimberleys received 
a rainfall greater than 10 inches for the year, the southern boundary of the area being a line from 
about Cockatoo Island to Halls Creek. Approximately three quarters of Western Australia received 
less than 10 inches of rain this year. 


The 20 inch isohyet runs along the coast from a point about 130 miles east of Esperance to 
Hopetoun, thence south of Ongerup and Katanning to York, coming out on the coast between 


Gingin and Moora. A small area on the northernmost tip of the State also received more than 
20 inches. 


Brief summary of the distribution of rainfall during the year. 


January.—In the tropics, rainfall was well above normal except in the East and West Kim- 
berleys. Coastal districts south of the tropics were below average. Other divisions except the 
West Gascoyne and South Central were above normal. 


February.—All tropical divisions but the Fortescue and North Kimberley were below normal, 
South of the tropics there were deficits in all but the Gascoyne and South-eastern divisions. 


March.—The only districts above average were parts of the South-West division. All others 
were well below, normal. 


April.—The North Kimberley was the only division to receive an excess. The remainder 
of the State was very dry, the average deficit being about 80 per cent. 


May.—All divisions in the State received rainfall in excess of the normal, except the North 
Kimberley, South-Eastern and Eucla divisions. The most outstanding district rainfall was the 
De Grey division with a surplus of 312 per cent. 


June.—The tropical divisions received practically no rainfall. The only districts above 
average were parts of the South-West Division, and these recorded only slight excesses. 


July.—No rain fell in the Kimberleys, but elsewhere, totals were well above normal, except 
in the Eucla and parts of the South-West division. 


August.—All divisions were below average with the tropics 60 per cent. below and the other 
divisions 75 per cent. below. 


September.—Tropical divisions were well below average and Sub-tropical districts just below, 
except for the West Gascoyne and the South-Eastern divisions, where there were moderate sur- 
pluses. 
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October.—Tropical divisions were well below average except most of the Kimberleys. Other 
divisions were a little above normal except in the North-Eastern and Eucla, which were respec- 
tively 187 per cent. and 234 per cent. above normal. 


November.—The North Kimberley, North-Eastern and parts of the South-West division were 
above normal, the remainder of the State below. 


December.—Totals were mostly well below average in the Tropics and in most other places 
except the South-West division. 


Year.—The mean annual rainfall was below normal in all divisions except the Fortescue, where 
there was a surplus of 21 per cent. 


Thunderstorms and Hail. 


The movement of low pressure troughs eastward during the months of January in the 
South-Eastern division, February in the South-Eastern and North Central dixisions and March 
in the South-Western, South-Eastern, Eucla and Gascoynes, caused thunderstorm activity 
associated with hail. Damage occurred mainly in the metropolitan area and at Pemberton. 


The metropolitan area was visited by a severe hailstorm with gale force winds in July. Simi- 
lar storms caused extensive hail damage to farms on 24th July near Cape Naturaliste, 14th Novem- 
ber at Kukerin and 18th December at Piawaning. 


Thunderstorms occurred in the Tropics mainly in October, November and December, often 
towards the middle of the month. More thunderstorm activity was reported in December, in the 
North-Eastern and North Coastal districts. 


Temperature. 


The year opened in the middle of a heat wave affecting the whole State. High temperatures 
were general throughout January except during the periods 3rd to 5th and 20th to 26th, when 
they were below normal. In this month only six major reporting stations failed to record a century. 


The heat wave continued to a lesser extent into February. Temperatures were still mainly 
above normal but the high maxima of the previous month were not encountered. The highest in 
January was 116 deg. at Marble Bar, Hamelin Pool and Carnarvon, and in February 113 deg. 
at Marble Bar, Nullagine and Murgoo. In the Tropics, however, temperatures were 
generally higher in February than in January. 


The warm, dry weather continued into the autumn months of March and April, but a cool 
spell in May from the 14th to early June brought lower temperatures to the State, except in the 
Kimberleys. 

In July there was a definite change to still cooler conditions. Day temperatures were well 
below normal, while at night, clear skies and temperatures below freezing point were frequent. 
On the 15th several places recorded a minimum of 27 deg. and on the 30th, 30 inland stations 
reported frosts. | 


During the next few months, day temperatures were generally mild and slightly above normal 
but the low night temperatures continued and isolated frosts occurred in November and December, 


December was notable for rapid fluctuations in the weather. During the period 10th to 
13th, the State endured a minor heat-wave and on one occasion at Albany the maximum was 
26 deg. above normal. In the next few days temperatures fell throughout the State, and during 
this cool spell, York recorded a maximum which was 31 deg. below normal. During this period 
minimum temperatures were also below normal and in some places the mean minima for November 
and December were the lowest on record. 


The maximum for the State during the year was the 116 deg. recorded at Marble Bar, Hamelin 
Pool and Carnarvon in January. The minimum of 27 deg. occurred at Southern Cross, Norseman 
and Corrigin in July.

The November and December mean minima, 

54-2 deg. and 57-2 deg. respectively were the lowest on record, and December 17th, with a mxi- 

mum of 58-9 deg. was the coldest December day on record.

The highest maximum temperature recorded in Perth during this year of lower than normal 
temperatures, was 104-2 deg. on the 31st January, while the lowest minimum temperature was 
37-6 deg. on the 8th September. 7 


Bushfires. 
Severe fires caused damage to several places in January and March. The worst in January 
was that at Dandarragan, where thousands of acres of pastures, lupins, scrub and redgum country, 
as well as hundreds of miles of fencing, were destroyed. Damage was estimated at £100,000. 


Another severe blaze destroyed 800 acres of valuable feed at Mundaring and at Kalamunda, 
2,500 acres of heavily timbered country, as well as pastures, were damaged. Outbreaks were 
reported at Manjimup, Bunbury and Pinjarra, but no extreme damage resulted. 
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Pinjarra was again menaced by fire in March and Boyup Brook also reported slight damage. 
At Frankland River, 28 miles west of Cranbrook, a fire which destroyed thousands of acres of timber 
and valuable pastures was said by residents to be the worst within memory. In this month fires 
caused damage to the State Forests at Dwellingup, and at other places in the South-West they 
threatened forests and pastures but were halted by rain on the 25th of the month. 


There were bushfires in the metropolitan area in March, and again in December when houses 
at Floreat Park were menaced by a fire which broke out in the Herdsman’s Lake area. 


Snow. 


Snow was reported on two occasions during the year. The Stirling Ranges received a light 
fall on the 29th July, and on the 20th of September a fall was reported on the Porongorups. 


Frosts and Fogs. 


In July as the anticyclonic systems became established inland the dry air and cloudless skies 
favoured low night temperatures and widespread frosts occurred in the southern half of the State, 
extending at times into the tropics. Frost occurred also in the inland parts of the sub-tropics in 
May, June, August and September, but they were not so severe as in July, and less frequent. 
They still occurred at a few places in October, November and December in the South Central 
sub-division. 


There were eight fogs in Perth in the period February to October, inclusive, and one on the 
morning of the 25th March reduced visibility to about 15 yards.
